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The New York legislature has done a good day’s work 
in passing a bill forbidding the display of any flag save 
the American upon the city hall or other public build- 
ing, except as a courtesy to a distinguished foreign 
guest. 


Notwithstanding Lieut. Gen. Schofield’s activity, there 
are still 30 odd brevet cases awaiting consideration at 
the War Department. Nothing will be done with them 
at this session, however, but they will go over until the 
next Congress. They will undoubtedly be acted upon by 
Lieut. Gen. Schofield’s successor. 


It is not easy to send into exile in the time of war a 
man of so much ability as the Chinese Viceroy, Li Hung 
Chang. He comes to the front again as a peace envoy 
sent by China to Japan, with full power to close nego- 
tiations, without referring the matter to Pekin. Chang 
has always maintained the Manchu dynasty, though he 
is a thorough Chinaman, and is believed to have at 
one time purposed to overthrow the present rulers of 
China. Their present position, however, compels them 
to avail themselves of his large experience and great 
ability, in spite of his lack of a peacock feather and a 
yellow jacket. 


The experience of the Japanese does not appear to 
have convinced them of the superiority of their cruisers 
over the Chinese battleships. They have ordered from 
the Thames shipbuilders two vessels, each of 12,250 
tons displacement, with armor 18 inches thick at the 
maximum, and carrying, as part of their batteries, 12- 
inch guns behind 14 inches of armor. The largest bat- 
tleship we have under construction is the Iowa, of 11,410 
tons, and next to it comes the Indiana class, of 10,288 
tons, while the pending bill calls for battleships of about 
10,000 tons. The thickest armor on any of our ships 
is 18 inches, and the Iowa’s does not exceed 14 inches. 
The value of the battleship being constantly increased 
by improvements in armor, the Secretary of the Ad- 
miralty has informed the Budget Committee of the 
Reichstag that the Krupps are introducing a new hard- 
ening process, which materially increases the resisting 
power of armor plates. The remarkable results of the 
new hardening process of the Carnegie Co. are reported 
elsewhere. If we are able to reduce the thickness of 
our armor and accomplish equal results in the matter 
of defense, we shall certainly gain much. 


The Navy Department is about to begin the distribu- 
tion of the first volumes of the Official Records of the 
Union and Confederate navies in the War of the Re- 
bellion, which it is now publishing under authority of 
the act of Congress approved July 31, 1894. The dis- 
tribution of this publication rests almost entirely in the 
hands of members of Congress, each Senator having 24 
and each Representative 19 sets at his disposal, and the 
law requires the Department to send the work to the 
addresses given by these gentlemen. The quota al- 
lowed the Navy Department for its own distribution is 
so small that it finds it impossible for it to fill the de- 
mands made upon it, and the Secretary of the Navy has 
therefore decided to send the publication only to those 
naval officers now upon the Register who saw actual 
service during the Civil War. This number, together 
with the Union and Confederate contributors, who un- 
der the law are entitled to receive copies, will exhaust 
the quota of: the Department. From the foregoing plan 
of distribution, it will be seen that all persons who do 
not come within the above-named category, and who 
may desire the publication, must obtain it from congres- 
sional channels. 


In the Army and Navy Journal of Feb. 2 last we said 
in answer to a correspondent, Lookout Mountain: “Dar. 
914, Army Regulations, says—‘A person having a wife 
or minor child will not be enlisted or re-enlisted without 
special authority from the A. G. O.’ This of course in- 
cludes the post non-commissioned staff.” The Kansas 
City “Times” says: “The Journal is in error, and its 
reply is unintentionally misleading. The paragraph 
quoted refers to enlisted men of the line only, and not 
to the post non-commissioned staff. The latter are re- 
enlisted under par. 104 of the Regulations, which states 
that at the expiration of their term or service they may 
be re-enlisted, provided their conduct has been proper 
and the duties performed to the satisfaction of the post 
commander. Hospital stewards are re-enlisted under 
par. 1560, provided they have passed a satisfactory ex- 
amination, while members of the Hospital Corps are 
re-enlisted under par. 1565 of the Regulations. The 
fact of a non-commissioned staff officer being married is 
no impediment to his re-enlistment.” Thanking the 
“Times” for its kindly intentions in this matter, we are 
still compelled to adhere to our answer as being abso- 
lutely correct. Par. 914 does apply to all enlisted men, 
and commanding officers have no right under it to re- 
enlist married non-commissioned staff officers without 
first obtaining authority from the A. G. O. We give 
full weight to the requirements of pars. 104, 1560 and 
1565, and know that it is held by many that these para- 
graphs authorize re-enlistment of N. C. S. concerned, who 
are married, without reference to the A. G. O. Furr- 
thermore, we know that many are re-enlisted without 
such reference and authority, and thus it “goes through.” 
But this does not affect our position, though we regret 
that the question should have been raised, for the mat- 
ter is one that might well have been allowed to rest as 
it was.

As the days of the session come to a close, the officers 
who have been hoping that the appointment of a new 
Brigadier General would be made before the 4th of 
March, are losing hope, and they are now beginning to 
believe that no appointment will be made until next 
September, when Lieut. Gen. Schofield will retire. The 
vacaney to be created by the retirement of Maj. Gen. 
McCook will, of course, be filled immediately. It is firm- 
ly believed that if Col. Z. R. Bliss, 24th Inf., is not ap- 
pointed to the vacancy now existing, he will be made a 
’rigadier General upon the retirement of Maj. Gen. 
McCook in April. 


Now that the Chicago is really on her way home, the 
gossips at the Navy Department are beginning to spec- 
ulate as to the probable assignment of Capt. A. T. Ma- 
han, the officer commanding that vessel. The latest 
story about him, and it will probably turn out to be 
true, is that he will be assigned to duty at the Navy 
Department. The Secretary is extremely anxious that 
Capt. Mahan should write a naval history of the civil 
war, and has often expressed a desire to this effect. 
The facilities at the Navy Department,. where all the 
official reports of sea operations performed during the 
struggle are on file, are unexceptional, and it is this 
fact that gives rise to the gossip that Capt. Mahan‘s 
next billet will be at the Navy Department. The Chi- 
eago will not, of course, be placed out of commission 
for some weeks after her return home, and when this 
oceurs, Capt. Mahan will probably be given leave. His 
detail will therefore not be made until the summer at 
the very earliest. 


Lieut. Col. Merritt Barber, A. A. G., on duty at the 
Department of the Platte, has been transferred to the 
Department of the Missouri, a vacancy there having been 
ereated by the recent death of Lieut. Col. J. P. Martin. 
The billet was first offered to Col. O. D. Greene, A. A. 
G., stationed at the headquarters of the Department of 
California, but that officer is very well satisfied with 
his present detail, and declined a transfer. No decision 
has been reached by the War Department authorities as 
to the officer who will be detailed to the Department 
of the Platte in the place of Lieut. Col. Barber. The 
probabilities are that it will remain vacant until the 
Secretary’s reorganization of the inspection districts goes 
into effect, for then both Lieut. Cols. W. J. Volkmar 
and T. Schwan will be relieved from duty as acting in- 
spector generals and returned to duty in their own 
corps. The probabilities are that one of these officers 
will be assigned to duty at the headquarters of the 
Department of the Platte, unless Lieut. Col. M. V. Sher- 
idan should prefer a change of station from St. Paul to 
Omaha, when one will be assigned as his relief. 

One who knew Lieut. Fremont P. Peck well says of 
him: “I may state from my own observation and knowl- 
edge that Lieut. Peck was held to be one of the bright- 
est young-officers in our Department. Before he trans 
ferred to the Ordnance Corps his comrades in the artil- 
lery were unanimous in praise of him. There was a 
certain charm of manner, courtesy and consideration for 
all with whom he has associated that made him the 
most popular of all of the young officers of the Depart- 
ment. When a cadet at West Point he ranked as the 
favorite. not only of his own class, but of the whole 
corps. Tle was at one time a little reckless as a cadet 
owing to some setback of many of his class, including 
himself, in the matter of disobedience of orders in go- 
ing beyond the camp limits to welcome the furlough 
class (an old-time custom) and in consequence dropped 
some ten files or so below his previous standing, and it 
even has been remarked of him, ‘Oh! Peck rated as one 
of the honor men by professors and cadets.’ This was 
well attested when he came up for examination for 
transfer to the Ordnance Department, when his ability 
in competition manifested itself at once.” 


The “Nation,” referring to the recent work on “Organ- 
iation and Tactics,” by Capt. A. L. Wagner, 6th Inf.. 
“An historical consideration of the several arms 
and of their relations to each other in actual service, 
as well as a careful study of the departments of supply 
and of medicine and surgery, gives to the work a great 
breadth of scope. The task has been ably performed, 
and, like other books by the younger generation of 
American soldiers, has the noteworthy merit of copious 
illustration from the records of our civil war, as well 
as from the histories of recent European wars. The full 
treatment of American examples will make the work in- 
dispensable to the American student, and will not di- 
minish its interest in the eyes of Europena readers, who 
will find here a mine of new and valuable matter bear- 
ing upon the practical handling of armies in the field.” 


Says: 


The Navy Appropriation bill, as amended by the 
Senate Committee, provides as follows: For the enlist- 
ment of 1,000 additional seamen; for the detail of re- 
tired officers as school or college professors on their own 
application and without additional pay; to credit Med. 
Dir. Philip 8S. Wales with $44,055.89; for guns for train- 
ing ships and a reserve of guns for Navy ships, $100,- 
000; to remit to N. F. Palmer, Jr., & Co. the penalties 
on the Concord and Bennington. The vessels provided 
for under “Increase of the Navy” are two seagoing, 
10,000-ton, coast-line battleships, designed to carry the 
heaviest armor and have the highest practicable speed, 
and cost $4,000,000 each; six light draft composite 1,000- 
ton gunboats, to cost $230,000 each; three torpedo boats, 
to cost $175,000, one to be built on the Pacific Coast, 
one on the Mississippi and one on the coast of the Gulf 


of Mexico, provided that it shall appear to the satis. 
faction of the President that they can be built there 9 
a fair cost. Any of the vessels may be constructed of 
steel or other metal or of alloy, except when it is other. 
wise provided in the act, and one of the battleships shajj 
be named the Kearsarge. The bill contains this proviso: 
“That the Secretary of the Navy shall have power ty 
convene general courts martial for the trial of naya) 
cadets, subject to the same limitations and conditions 
now existing as to other general ‘courts martial, and to 
approve the proceedings and execute the sentences of 
such courts, except the sentences of suspension and dis- 
missal, which, after having been approved by the Super- 
intendent, shall not be carried into effect until confirmed 
by the President.” The appropriations are as follows: 
Increase of the Navy, $23,232,521; pay of the Navy, 
$7,889,329; Bureaus—Navigation, $128,000; Ordnance, 
$664,825; Equipment, $1,309,625; Yards and Docks, 
$726,597; Medicine and Surgery, $126,800; Supplies, 
$287,581; Construction and Repair, $919,972; Steam 

Ongineering, $887,900. 

Navy Yards—Brooklyn, $151,395: Washington, §51.- 
879; League Island, $44,500; Norfolk, $46,012: Port 
Royal, $17,915; Mare Island, $110,874; Puget Sound 
Dock, $5,000. 

Naval Observatory, $22,000; Naval Academy, $199. 
618; Naval Home, $79,315; Contingent, $7,000; Marine 
Corps, $964,877. 


Representative Meyer and the other friends of the 
Navy Personne! bill in the House continued to hope un- 
til the last moment that they would be able to secure 
time for the consideration of their bill before the end of 
the session. The House Committee on Rules has power 
to assign time by special orders to any committee or to 
any measure that they may see fit. Mr. Meyer and the 
other friends of the Personne! bill repeatedly asked for 
time, and the Committee on Rules promised that if they 
would present a petition signed by a majority of the 
members of the House, a day would be set apart for 
the consideration of the bill. Mr. Meyer had no diffi 
eulty in securing the necessary names, and presented 
his petition. The day was not assigned, however. and 
the committee was put off from time to time without 
being given any satisfaction, until the entire time of 
the session was frittered away. During the last few 
days of the session a better feeling was brought about 
between those officers who had advocated the bill and 
some of those who had opposed it. by the understanding 
that some of the features of the bill that were objected 
to would be changed. It is the intention of Mr. Meyer 
to introduce the Personnel bill in practically its present 
form as soon as the next Congress convenes, and an ef- 
fort will be made to get it through the first session. 


Secretary Lamont has about perfected his plan for the 
reorganization of the inspections of the service and it 
will probably go into effect within the next week or so. 
As was exclusively stated by the Jourgal last week, the 
plan is very comprehensive in scope and affects every 
department of the Army. Under it the Inspection Corps 
does just what it was created for—it inspects and it 
does away with the spasmodic inspections of officers be- 
longing to the department whose supplies need inspection. 
The result will be a great saving of mileage. A number of 
Inspection districts will be created and stations will he 
established in the center or in the most convenient place 
in each for an officer of the Inspector General’s Corps. 
He will receive his orders for inspections from the Sec- 
retary of War instead of from the general commanding 
the department as heretofore. When he starts out on 
a trip he will be expected to visit all the posts of his 
district without returning to his headquarters until his 
trip is completed. The mileage of officers of the Inspec- 
tor General's Department last year comprised 120,000 
miles. The Secretary has figured it up that under his 
plan only 60,000 miles annually will be traveled by in- 
spectors. There will also be a 100,000 miles 
saved as a result of the promulgation of the plan in the 
matter of preventing the ordering of staff officers sta- 
tioned at headquarters upon inspection duty, when this 
duty can just as well be performed by an inspector on 
his regular trip. Should any officer of one of these de- 
partments desire to make inspections, he will have to 
secure the approval of the Secretary of War. Alto- 
gether, the Secretary believes this to be an excellent 
reform and its operation will be watched with interest 
when it is finally put in force. As was stated in last 
week’s Journal the immediate result will be the relief 
of the following acting inspector generals and their de- 
tails back either to their departments or to their com- 
mands: Lieut. Col. W. J. Volkmar, A. A. G.; Lieut.

The Senate on Friday last passed the House bill add- 
ing the following to the articles for the government of 
the Navy: 

Art. 61. No person shall be tried by court-martial or other- 
wise punished for any offense, except as provided in the 
following article, which appears to have been committed 
more than two years before the issuing of the order for such 
trial or punishment, unless by reason of having absented 
himself, or of some other manifest impediment he shall not 
have been amenable to justice within that period. 

Art. 62. No person shall be tried by court-martial or other- 
wise punished for desertion in time of peace committed 
more than two years from the issuing of the order for such 
trial or punishment, unless he shall meanwhile have ab- 
sented himself from the United States, or by reason of some 
other manifest impediment shall not have been amenable 
to justice within that period, in which case the time of 
his absence shall be excluded in computing the period of 
the limitation: Provided, That said limitation shall not be- 
gin until the end of the term for which said person was en- 
listed in the service. 

Art. 63. Whenever, by any of the articles for the Govern- 
ment of the Navy of the United States, the punishment 
on conviction of an offense is left to the discretion of the 
court-martial, the punishment therefor shall not, in time 
of peace, be in excess of a limit which the President may 
prescribe. 


ORDINANCE NOTES. 

No official report has yet reached the Army Ordnance 
Bureau of the loss of several thousand dollars to the 
Army on account of an inferior quality of steel shipped 
to the Springfield Armory for the construction of the 
Kraig-Jorgensen rifles. 

The Société Anonyme des Anciens Etablissements de 
Paris Feb. 25 filed a bill in equity in the United States 
Cireuit Court against the Bethlehem Iron Company, of 
Bethlehem, Pa., charging infringement in a patented 
improvement in breechloading ordnance. It is stated 
in the bill that M. V. De Bange, of Paris, is the in- 
ventor of the improvement, and that he assigned his 
patent for it to the plaintiff. The defendant company 
is said to be engaged in manufacturing war implements 
which encroach on the complainant’s rights. 

The Navy is getting up a field carriage for the new 
field gun. The plans have not yet been fully agreed 
upon, but the probabilities are that the carriage will be 
much like the old carriage now in use, and will have a 
recoil mount. The ordnance officers are still making 
changes in the Fletcher field gun mechanism, and it 
will have a further test shortly. No conclusion was 
reached in the report of the board which conducted the 
competitive test of the field gun mechanisms of the 
Fletcher, Hotchkiss and Driggs-Schroeder types. 

Capt. Sampson, Chief of the Naval Bureau of Ord- 
nance, left Washington for Newport on Wednesday last 
for the purpose of making an inspection of ordnance 
matters at that point. Capt. Sampson says he is ex- 
tremely well satisfied with the station smokeless powder 
for big guns. A sample of 6-inch Troisdorf (European) 
gun cotton smokeless powder gave by no means the re- 
sults obtained with the Navy explosive. With a charge 
of 12% Ws., it gave a pressure of 15 7/10 tons and a 
velocity of only 1,904 feet per second. ‘This was less than 
that obtained from ordinary brown powder. The Navy’s 
sample gave 14 tons pressure with 2,495 feet per sec- 
end. Owing to the high temperature understood to 
have developed in recent tests with Leonard smokeless 
powders, the Department officials will not fire them in 
service guns, as they are liable, it is said, to cause in- 
jury to the weapons. 

The Carnegie Steel Company are once more at the 
front and the papers are filled with reports of the suc- 
cess of their plates in a trial at Indian Head last week. 
A 14-inch plate of Harvevized armor was subjected to 
a striking velocity of 1,859 feet a second. Its point 
went in about 7 inches and it was “upset” completely, 
the great projectile scattering in small bits. Not the 
slightest crack was developed in any part of the armor. 
Although struck point-blank by a shell having the high- 
est penetrating velocity required under service condi- 
tions, practically no damage was done. It was next 
treated as a 15-inch plate, with a 500-Ih. projectile, hav- 
ing a striking velocity of 1.940 feet a second, the maxi- 
mum for the 10-inch gun. There were 241 Ibs. of brown 
hexagonal powder behind this shot, which struck close 
to its predecessor, in the same vertical line. It crum- 
bled to pieces, leaving a disfiguring hole and a lot of 
fused metal were it hit, but the plate showed no crack 
not even where it had presumably been weakened by the 
first attack. Finally a shot was fired from the 12-inch 
gun with a striking velocity of 1,858 feet a second. It 
bored a clean hole through the plate, but its tremendous 
hlow failed to develop even a radia fracture. Nn fur- 
ther tests were deemed necessary, as this was the ordeal 
to which 17-inch armor is subjected, and the 14-inch 
plate was evidently unequal in resisting power to the 
barbettes of the Oregon, Indiana and Massachusetts. It 
resisted cracking better than they had done, however. 
This is the result of experiments made by the Carnegie 
Company, whose managers conceived the idea that the 
resistance of a Harveyized plate might be increased by 
reheating and mashing it under rollers subsequent to 
the completion of the American surface carbonization 
process, and, after thus toughening its texture and mini- 
mizing its internal strains, spraying its face with ice 
water to secure the advatages of chilled hardening. A 
17-inch plate similar to those made for the barbettes 
of the battleships was treated in this manner and re- 
duced to a thickness of 14 inches. It had the usual 
wooden backing, and was attacked by a 10-inch gun 
under all the conditions attending the trial of a 14-inch 
plate.

Mr. George W. Winchester, clerk at the U. S. Armory 
in Springfield, Mass., since 1838, until about a year ago, 
died Feb. 21, aged 91.

Mrs. Sophie E. Mendenhall, widow of Col. John Men- 
denhall, 2d U, &. Art., died Feb. 24 at the residence of 
her son, Mr. C. M. Mendenhall, in Jersey City, N. J 
The remains were interred at West Point on Feb. 26. 
Col. Mendenhall died at Fort Adams, R. L., July 1, 1892. 

John Burke, 48 years old, until recently a soldier in 
the U. S. Army, while in a fit of despondency, killed 
himself a few days ago by cutting his throat in a cell 
in the Morrisania, N. Y. City, police station, where he 
was a lodger. 

Mr. Fitz Lee Hayes, aged son of Maj. EB. M. 
Hayes, 7th Cay., died at Cleveland, O., Feb. 18. He 
was some time ago appointed a cadet to the Military 
Academy, but failed in his examination on account of 
his eyesight. 

William C. Murphy, the only survivor of Gen. Sam 
Hlouston’s army for the independence of ‘Texas, died 
Keb. 20 in Philadelphia, in his 85th year. He was one 
of the 85 Texans who at the Alamo captured the Mex- 
ican fort which was garrisoned with 250 men, 

P. Asst. Paymr. James H. Chapman, U. 8. N., died 
suddenly on Feb. 25 at the Naval Hospital, Norfolk, 
Va., of paralysis of the heart. He was appointed Cap- 
tain’s Clerk in January, 1876, Paymaster’s Clerk in 
April, 1876, Assistant Paymaster in 1881 and promoted 
P. Asst. Paymaster in 1891. 

The remains of the late Corporal Walter Montgomery 
Arnold, Troop F, 6th Cav., son of Col. Arnold, Ist Cav., 
were interred Feb. 20 in the cemetery at Cold Springs 
on the Hudson. Corporal Arnold who for quite a time 
made his home with his grandparents at Cold Springs, 
was always fond of that section and his parents for 
that reason made it his last resting place. 

Gen. Joseph B. Carr, a distinguished general officer 
of New York Volunteers during the war, and since the 
war prominent in State positions and politics, died Feb. 
24 at his home in Troy. At Bristow station, one of the 
hardest-fought battles of the war, his gallantry was con- 
spicuous, and he earned for himself the sobriquet of 
“the hero of Bristow.” On other fields he also won 
much distinction for his skill and gallantry. 

We have been informed of the death of R. H. F. Mac- 
Wilkie at Portsmouth, Va., on Feb. 26, at the age of 
76 years and 3 months. He was for a number of years 
Taymaster’s Clerk at the Navy Yard, Norfolk, and 
secretary to Adml. Collins, Pacific fleet, and Acting Pay- 
master, U. 8S. storeship Onward, from 1876 to 1878: 
Clerk at Navy Pay Office, Washington, and Norfolk, for 
number of years, and was well known by a large circle 
of officers of the Navy and Army for his affable and 
courteous manners, 
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James Marsland Lawton, who died Feb. 20 at his 
home in New York City, was the son of George Law- 
ton, of Lancashire, England, and Hannah Allen, of the 
old Allen family of New York. He went to Cuba at 
the early age of 14 and entered the house of Lawton 
& Tolme. Subsequently he established the well-known 
house of Lawton Bros., bankers and commission mer- 
chants, of New York and Havana. He was a member 
of the Church Club, the Historical Society, the Geo- 
graphical Society, the Museum of Art, the nealogical 
Society, and of the Produce and Maritime exchanges. 
Mr. Lawton married Miss Eba Anderson, daughter of 
the late Gen. Robert Anderson, U. 8. A. 

Funeral services over the remains of the late Col. 
James P. Martin, Asst. Adjutant General, took place at 
Chicago Feb. 21, Gen. Ruger and all the officers in Chi- 
cago uniting in paying the last honors to the decease. 
An escort of officers then conveyed the body from Chi- 
cago to Washington, D. C., for interment, Feb. 23, at 
tcok part in the ceremonies of Feb. 23, under the direc- 
tion of Lieut. Gen. Schofield and Col. H. C, Corbin, A. A. 
G. The funeral in Washington was on Saturday. e re- 
mains reached the Baltimore & Ohio depot Friday even- 
ing, and were guarded all night by soldiers from the Ar- 
senal. At 10o0’clock the funeral procession left the depot. 
The casket was inclosed in a wooden box, over which was 
draped an American flag. It was placed on a caisson 
drawn by four horses, and escorted by a detail of artil- 
lerymen, under command of Lieut.

The Cleveland, O., “Leader” says: “The death of Fitz- 
hugh Lee Hayes, son of Maj. KE. M. Hayes, of the 7th 
U. S. Cay., occurred in St. Vincent’s Hospital, Cleve- 
land, O., at 7:15 o’elock Tuesday evening, Feb. 19, from 
typhoid fever. Mr. Hayes was only 22 years of age. He 
spent two years in West Point, but was obliged to give 
up his siudies there on account of the condition of his 
eyes. He strongly inherited his father’s military tastes, 
and was a lieutenant in the Association Rifle Company 
at the time of his death. Besides his father and mother, 
he left an older sister and two younger brothers. The 
sister is in Fort Clark, Tex., where her father is sta- 
tioned. One of his brothers, ‘Jack,’ is pursuing his 
studies in Morganton, N. C., where his father and mother 
lived when they were married. The other brother, Rich- 
ard, is in Cleveland, attending the Jesuit College. He 
intends to become a surgeon. When advised of his son’s 
illness, Maj. Hayes was unable to obtain immediate 
leave of absence, but Mrs. Hayes came North at once, 
arriving here 24 hours before the death of her son. 
The father is a famous Army officer. Before the war 
he was an intimate friend of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, in 
Texas. During the war Maj. Hayes recruited a cay- 
alry regiment in Ohio. Later he served in Oklahoma as 
a captain in the 5th Cav. Comparatively recently he 
was promoted to be a major, and stationed with the 7th 
Cav. in Fort Clark, Tex.” 

Med. Insp. Frank L. Dubois, U. 8S. N., died suddenly 
at the Navy Yard, Portsmouth, N. H., on Feb. 24, from 
the effects of an apoplectic stroke, at the age of 57. He 
was appointed, from Pennsylvania, an Assistant Sur- 
geon in the Navy May 22, 1862; promoted Passed As- 
sistant Surgeon, Oct. 30, 1865; Surgeon, Feb. 20, 1870, 
and Medical Inspector, Sept. 12, 1888. His first duty 
was at the Washington Navy Yard from June to Sep- 
tember, 1862. While there he volunteered for extra duty 
with the Army after the second battle of Bull Run, and 
was present at the battle of Chantilly, narrowly escap- 
ing capture. His next service was on board the steamer 


Tioga on blockade duty. The crew contracted yellow 
fever, and Dr. Dubois nearly died from it. On his re- 


covery he went to the Mississippi squadron, where he 
remained until the close of the war. In 1866 he went 
to Panama in charge of medical stores. He was on the 
storeship Fredonia, which was wrecked by an earth- 
quake and tidal wave at Arica in 1868 and was one of 
the five persons saved from the wreck. Since then he 
has served in many responsible positions with zeal and 
ability. He leaves a widow, one son and one daughter. 
I‘uneral services were held at the Navy Yard Feb. 26, 
the pall bearers being Ch. Engr. W. G. Buehler, Comdr. 
W. C. Gibson, Paymr. W. . Barry, Lieut. James K. 
Cogswell, Surg. Manly H. Simons, and P. Asst. Surg.

FORT MYER, VA. 

Drills have been resumed at Fort Myer, Va., and ex- 
hibition drills are given every Friday before large crowds.

G. C. M. CASES. 

In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Logan for 
selling fur gloves, found guilty and sentenced, the review- 
ing authority General McCook, says: ‘The accused stated 
in explanation of his plea that the gloves in question were 
too small for him, and that he had exchanged them for a 
better fitting pair, not knowing that such transaction could 
constitute a military offense. Under certain penal statutes 
(notably those relating to the liquor tratlic) the word ‘sell’ 
has acquired a broad construction, and any act or trans- 
auction which clearly indicates an intention on the one part to 
dispose of, and on the other part to receive, the probibited 
article, for a consideration, constitutes a sale. But under 
the 17th Article of War, where the transaction is in real 
ity a barter or exchange, or where the articles are pawned 
or lost in gambling, etc., it is not a sale, and resort in such 
cases should be had in the 60th or G2d Article of War. In 
view of the prisoner’s statement, the Judge Adyocate might 
properly have introduced evidence, if available, to show if 
uny money consideration had been received by way of boot 
in the transaction. The finding is disapproved. :

The Inspector General of the British Army, Lieut. 
Gen. Keith Fraser, in his report upon the cavalry man- 
ceuvres, strongly advocates the more general exercise 
of regiments in brigade if it is desired to bring our cay- 
alry up to the present standard. “However perfect 4 
regiment may be individually,” the General says, “if it 
never works in brigade, or perhaps never stands on pa- 
rade complete in itself for some years, it cannot possibly 
attain to that state of efficiency or maintain that co- 
hesion with others, without which large bodies of cay- 
alry become helpless masses beyond the power of any 
individual to direct of control.” 


There was wailing at the War and Navy Depart- 
ments on Thursday week, when the orders from the 
President were received, directing the attendance of 
Army and Navy officers at the public reception, at the 
White House the same night. The orders occasioned no 
little talk and a great deal of inconvenience, as none of 
the officers had expected them, and many had made 
other engagements. They put the best face they could 
on the matter, however, and turned out in good style, 
giving the reception an air of magnificence which it 
otherwise would never have had. The affair as a 
whole was very charming and all soon forgot the dis- 
appointment of broken engagements in the enjoyment 
of the occasion. 


We are surprised to find the Washington “Post” pub- 
lishing such a pension yarn as that concerning an al- 
leged “Dudley Davenport,” who was captured while in 
command of a “Union frigate’ in 1863, set adrift naked 
in an open boat by his rebel captors and thus driven into 
insanity. According to this wild yarn Davenport's fate 
was not discovered until recently, when his widow was 
awarded “$132,000 back pension and bounty, besides a 
large pension.” Unfortunately there has never been a 
Dudley Davenport in our Navy, and there can be no 
Dudley Davenport widow. Of the three officers of the 
name who have been in the Navy, two are still living, 
and the third, Henry K. Davenport, died Aug. 18, 1872, 
at Franzensbad, Bohemia, while a captain in the Navy. 
The story is an incredible one in all of its details. 


The letter which follows was sent to the New York 
“Recorder.” As they have not seen fit to publish it, we 
give it here in justice to the Navy and the officers chief- 
ly concerned: 

1619 17th St., N. W., Washington, D. C., Feb. 10, 1895. 
Editor New York *‘Recorder’’: 

Dear Sir.—I notice in your issue of the 5th of February an 
article entitled ‘“f'he Concord Affair,’’ in which the name 
of Lieutenant Merriam is mentioned, and some few remarks 
relating to that officer are published. Will you kindly pub- 
lish the following and remove, as far as may be, the im- 
pression left on the minds of your readers by the perusal 
of the article above referred to? Lieut. W. H. Stayton is 
credited as saying: | 

Ist. That ‘Lieutenant Merriam, while at sea, has gen- 
erally been Secretary to some Adwmiral,’’ and that, “his last 
sea duty was as lag Lieutenant of the Pacific Station, un- 
der Admiral Kimberty.”’ 

zd. That ‘“‘Lieutenaut Merriam’s chief fame in the Navy 
Department lies in the fact that he is the originator of 
the match games of football between West Point and the 
Academy, and trained the tirst team which went forth from 
Annapolis to capture the Citadel of the Hudson, etc., etc. 

The first statement is entirely erroneous, as Lieutenant 
Merriam has never been Secretary to an Admiral, except to 
Admiral Kimberly, on the Pacific Station, where it is 
stated that he was Flag Lieutenant. Lieutenant Ritten- 
house was Flag Lieutenant under Admiral Kimberly on 
the Pacific Station. 

As to the second statement, I desire to correct the asser- 
tion that his (Merriam's) ‘“‘chief fame in the Navy Depart- 
ment lies in the fact that he is the originator of the match 
games of football between West Voint and the Academy.” 
Lieutenant Merriam’s chief fame in the Navy Department 
rests upon a most excellent record of service, rendered on 
board naval vessels, in all the duties assigned to line olli- 
cers up to, and including, those of Executive Officer. 

In support of the foregoing allegations, | submit an ap- 
proximate statement of Lieutenant Merriam’s servicé afloat 
since he graduated from the Naval Academy in June, 1870, 
up to Jan. 1, 1805, covering a period of 244% years, as fol- 
lows: 

U. S. Ss. Saco and Colorado, 2 years 8 months Steerage 
Officer; U. S. S. Monongahela, 2 yeurs 10 months Watch aud 
Division Officer; U. 8S. 8. Rio Bravo, 2 years 8 months Ex- 
ecutive Officer; U. 8S. S. Quinnebaug, 3 years Watch and 
Division Officer; U. 8S. Ss. Trenton, Mohican and Dolphin, 2 
years 9 months Secretary to Admiral; U. 8S. 8. Concord, 1 
year 7 months Navigator. 

Lieutenant Merriam is credited on the Navy Register 
of Jan. 1, 1895, with 16 years and 1 month of sea service, 
including, 1 presume, service on board practice ships while 
at the Naval Academy, all of which service is on board 
naval vessels, and, with the exception of the Rio Bravo, on 
cruising men-of-war; and only two years and nine months 
of that service is in the capacity of Secretary to an Admiral. 

There is nothing on the records of the Navy Department, 
so far as I know, to show that Lieutenant Merriam is not 
a very efficient officer in all respects, and from personal ob- 
servation during association with him on duty on board 
ship, 1 consider him one of the very best officers in the 
service, professionally and otherwise. 

While it is quite true that Lieutenant Merriam has taken 
an active part in athletic exercises generally, it is difficult 
to understand how any man, knowing his record, can find 
authority therein on which to base the assertion that Lieut. 
Merriam’s “chief fame in the Navy Department lies in the 
fact that he is the originator of the match games of foot- 
hall between West Point and the Academy.”’ 

It will scarcely be disputed that the reputation of a naval 
ofticer, which rests chiefly on his ability as an athlete and 
his accomplishments as an Admiral’s Secretary, is not cal- 
culated to impress the American porate with the idea that 
he is a proper person to command a ship of war in action, 
or to direct the operations of a fleet in battle. Hence my 
request that you publish these remarks. I am, very re- 
spectfully, THOS.

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MEDICAL CORPS OF THE NAVY. 


Representative Meyer, of Louisiana, by direction of 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs, has submitted 
to the House a report on certain petitions from various 
medical societies, praying for the rejection of the Navy 
Personnel billon the ground that its passage would tend 
to degrade and disorganize the Medical Corps of the 
Navy. The petitions advance no arguments in support 
of this contention. The report recites the history of the 
preparation of the Navy Personnel bill and calls atten- 
tion to the fact that great care was given to it, and 
that it was reported by the unanimous votes of both 
the Senate and House Committees after exhaustive 
hearings. Mr. Meyer calls attention to the recommenda- 
tions of Surgeon General Tryon, who represented the 
Medical Corps in the hearings before the committee, 
and compares them with the provisions of tbe bill in 
gaurd to that corps. The report continues: 

“The House bill adopts the new titles suggested with 
the exception of that of Medical Director General for 
the head of the corps, retaining the present title of Sur- 
geon General, and in addition to it retains the title of 
Assistant Surgeon at the foot of the corps. ‘The bill 
dves not adopt the distribution of titles as suggested with 
increased rank. Such action would promote 38 Sur- 
yeons, now ranking with Lieutenants, to Staff Surgeons, 
with the rank of Lieutenant Commander; 49 Passed As- 
sistant Surgeons, now ranking with Lieutenants (Junior 
Grade) to Surgeons, with the rank of Lieutenant, and 
“7 Assistant Surgeons, now ranking with Fnsigns, to 
Surgeons (Junior Grade) with the rank of Lieutenants 
Junior Grade), and would place the junior commissioned 
icers in the Medical Corps one grade higher in rank 
than the junior commissioned officers of the line, pay, 
eugineer, or Marine Corps. The joint sub-commission 
filed to perceive any reason for making this distinc- 
tion. Therefore, the grade of Assistant Surgeon, with 
the rank of ensign, was retained. The bill, however, 
while denying the wholesale promotion asked for by the 
Surgeon General, does give the following promotion: It 
idvances 18 Surgeons, now ranking with Lieutenant, to 
Staff Surgeons, with the rank of Lieutenant Com- 
uander, and 15 Passed Assistant Surgeons, now ranking 
vith Lieutenant (Junior Grade), to Surgeons, with the 
nuk of Lieutenant. Positive rank was asked for and 
is given by the bill. The most conspicuous recommenda- 
ton of the Surgeon General was that the position of 
head of his corps should be made a permanent one, as 
in the Army, to be filled by selection, and to be held un- 
il retirement. 

“The equalization of pay is fully covered by the re- 
rt of the committee accompanying the bill. By a con- 
“ssion to existing conditions, it has been made to apply 
uly to future medical officers. If equalization of pay 
sa degradation, the inferiority of pay which line officers 
uve suffered for 20 years is a much greater degrada- 
ion to them. The rank of the Surgeon General remains 
« same, although under a different title; that of Post 
aptain instead of Commodore. The same applies to 
| other Bureau Chiefs. 

“As the present Surgeon General has been recently ap- 
inted by selection, passing him over 15 Medical Direc- 
rs and 13 Medical Inspectors senior to him in rank, 
ll of them his equals and some his superiors ip ability 
ul service, and as the circumstances which controlled 
is appointment are presumably unchanged, such a 
lange would probably be greatly of advantage to him- 
if. His services have not been so conspicuous or able 
s to entitle him to an exception which has not been 
sked for by the other more distinguished Bureau Chiefs 
ww serving at the head of the other departments of 
he Navy, nor has it been favored by any other medical 
licer in the service. But such a change, whatever its 
erits or demerits, would involve a radical departure 
tum the bureau system of naval administration. It was 
it the province of the joint sub-committee to enter 
to the discussion of this question, but it is evident 
at the change, if made at all, should not be limited to 
© bureau. 

“Comparing the present status of the Naval Medical 
orps with that proposed by the bill, it will be seen that 
he titles have been changed substantially as asked for; 
hat positive rank has been given, and that a consider- 
ble number of officers have been given an advance in 
tuk, The principal of equalization of pay has been 





adopted, but the pay of medical officers now in the ser- 
vice is not affected. The joint sub-committee declined 
to recommend that the office of Surgeon General should 
be made a permanent one. The military status of naval 
Surgeons has not been changed. 

“There is nothing in the action taken or refused by 
the committee which ‘degrades’ or ‘disorganizes’ the 
Medical Corps of the Navy. The statement of the peti- 
tion is unsupported by argument, probably because no 
argument could be found to support it. It appears sim- 
ply to be thrown haphazard into this debate, backed by 
names of some distinction, for any chance influence that 
it may have. The Naval Committee does not believe 
that Dr. Shrady and his fellow-signers have given this 
subject any considerable degree of personal attention, 
or that they have any special fitness for judging of the 
status of a Surgeon from a military point of view, and 
it recommends that their petition be laid upon the table.”

moted on Jan. 1, 1895, with places on lineal list July 1, 
1882 (column “B’); the junior officers who on Jan. 1, 
1895, had expectations of promotion, on account of age 
retirements, for the same period in the future (to July 
1, 1907) with places on lineal list Jan. 1, 1895 (column

It will be noted in the first table that the artillery ap- 
pears to have had more than its share of appointments, 
but it must be remembered that thirteen of these are 
of 2d Lieutenants, into the Ordnance, but three are of 
Captains, and not one of a Colonel to be a Brigadier 
General. The third table shows that the outlook for 
promotion in the future is much brighter than in the 
past, the expectations of promotion from age retire- 
ments alone being greater for the next twelve and a 
half years than the actual promotions from all causes 





in the same period in the past, with one exception. The 
date July 1, 1882, was taken as the starting point for 
these calculations, as that was the time when the com- 
pulsory retirement law went into effect. The compiler 
of the above tables has a complete retirement list of all 
arms of the service (except Pay, Medical and Signal) 
showing expectations of promotion from age retirements 
on July 1, 1882, and each succeeding Jan. 1 to 1886, 
He will be glad to give to any ollicer interested any de- 
sired information from this list, letters to be addressed 
to Army and Na vy Journal. 


NEW NAV AL VESSELS AND ASSIGNMENTS. 


The next few months will see the addition to the Navy 
of three splendid fighting machines, in the shape of the 
second-class battleship Maine, the monitor Amphitrite 
and the cruiser Boston. The commissioning of these 
vessels will be made possible by the provisions of the 
Appropriation act now pending in the Senate, permitting 
the Secretary of the Navy to enlist 2,000 additional sea- 
men. Already steps have been taken for the enlistment 
of these men. It is believed that the Senate will agree 
to this provision, and upon the strength of this belief an 
order has been issued by the Department in relation to 
the course to be pursued in entering the citizenship of 
a seaman upon the enlistment records and the muster 
rolls. The monitor Amphitrite will be commanded by 
Capt. William C. Wise, who is on duty as ordnance in- 
structor at the Washington Navy Yard. She will have 
as her executive officer Lieut. Comdr. Charles A. Adams, 
on duty at the New York Navy Yard, and as her chief 
engineer John L. D. Borthwick, who is on duty on board 
the Michigan, which is laid up at Erie, Pa., for the win- 
ter. It is the intention of the Department to retain the 
Amphitrite on the North Atlantic station when she is 
placed in commission. 

Just who will get command of the Maine has not been 
definitely decided. The selection will probably be made 
from two oflicers on the list of captains, Theodore F. 
Kane, now on waiting orders, and Frederick Rodgers, 
stationed at the New York Navy Yard. Both of these 
ofticers are well up on the list of captains and have not 
by some months completed the two years’ sea service 
necessary for their promotion. There is every reason to 
believe that Capt. Kane will be the fortunate officer to 
secure this desirable billet. The Maine, when placed in 
commission will be retained on the North Atlantic coast 
for some months, in order to have her machinery well 
shaken down, and then the probabilities are she will 
be sent to China to act as the flagship of the Asiatic 
station. 

The cruiser Boston has the distinction of being one of 
the first vessels built for the new Navy, and her com- 
mand is a prize much sought after by naval officers. She 
has just been repaired at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
and according to the reports which have reached the De- 
partment, is in prime condition. Her command will be 
given, it is understood, to either Capt. Mortimer L. 
Johuson, commanding the receiving ship Franklin, at 
Norfolk, or Capt. Yates Stirling, now on waiting orders. 
It all depends whether or not she is commissioned be- 
fore the command of the Newark, flagship of the South 
Atlantic station becomes vacant. This will occur in a 
very short time, by reason of the relief of Capt. Silas 
Terry, whose tour of sea duty is about completed. In 
the first case, Capt. Johnson, by reason of his seniority, 
will be selected, and Capt. Stirling will go to the Newark, 
or vice versa. It is said at the Department that the Bos- 
ton will be attached to the Pacitic squadron. 


When the Sundry Civil bill was under discussion in 
the Senate on Tuesday Mr. Frye, of Maine, offered an 
amendment to provide for the retirement of disabled offi- 
cers of the Revenue Cutter service. He declared in sup- 
port of his amendment that there were 33 disabled offi- 
cers in the service, and they had either to be retained 
on the active list or to be turned out to starve. On ac- 
count of their distinguished services in the past no Sec- 
retary of the Treasury would discharge them, and they 
retained at the head of the list preventing pro 
motions and crippling the service. He met the argu- 
ment that the creation of this retired list would be the 
beginning of a civil retired list, by the argument that 
the cutter service was really a military service, and he 
recited the history of the service in all the wars since 
the foundation of the government. Senator Sherman 
and Senator Gorman favored the amendment. Senator 
Cockrell opposed the amendment and made a point of 
order against it. The Senate decided that it was in vr- 
der by a vote of 46 to 12, and then adopted it without 
a division. Mr. Frye’s speech is described as the most 
eloquent of the session,

At the annual banquet of the Trenton, N. J., Board 
of Trade, Feb, 21, Hon, Lorin A. Thurston, Hawaiian 
Minister to the United States endeavored to arouse his 
hearers to the importance of the trade with the Sand- 
wich Islands. Great Britain, Germany and France, hay- 
ing acted while our government was asleep, haye gob- 
bled up all the islands in the Pacific that afford an yut- 
look for commercial profit and as war stations. Hawaii 
is the only one left. This one is so important, he said, 
that the United States should wake and conquer the 
commerce of the islands of the Pacific by establishing 
fleets of fast sailing vessels, which can make the trip 
in less time than it takes the vessels of other countries 
and thereby gain the trade which is now being diverted 
to other countries. Mr. Thurston said one of the means 
of establishing closer relations with Hawaii was by 
building the proposed cable. This he earnestly ad- 
vocated,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The monitor Amphitrite was put in dry dock at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard on Feb. 20. 

The monster Italian battleships Dandolo and Duillo 
are to have their 100-ton guns replaced with 65-ton, 10- 
inch B. L. guns. 

Annapolis, Md., Feb. 26.—Superintendent Cooper has 
asked tor the resignation of the following cadets, who 
were deficient at the recent examinations:

The Mexican warship La Libertad, which -had been 
given up for lost, arrived at New Orleans, La., Feb. 27. 
She had been driven out of her course through stress 
of weather, and her coal supply had run short. 

The board, which is making a revision for the Navy, of 
the infantry and artillery regulations of the service, ex- 
pects to finish its work within a few days. A number 
of changes have been made, which it is thought will be 
of considerable benefit. 

Commo. Rush R. Wallace has effectually silenced the 
gossips who have been stating that he intended to retire. 
it is understood that he has no such intention, and that 
it is his purpose to remain on the active list until his re- 
tirement by law takes place. 

The Bethlehem Iron Company on Feb. 25 shipped the 
last of the side armor plates for the battleship In- 
diana. They were 18 inches thick and weighed nearly 
4U tons. ‘The plate tested at Bethlehem a week ago has 
been shipped to the Indian Head Proving Ground for 
a comparative test with the last Carnegie plate. 

It is said that Mr. Dennett, of Maine, will try and re- 
main, and will for the present withhold his resignation. 
Mr. Izard, of South Carolina, will also withhold his 
resignation. Izard has resigned as captain of the base- 
ball team. Walter Gherardi, son of Adml. Gherardi, 
will have another chance. 

Rear Adml. S. B. Luce, Lieut. B. S. Walling, Prof. 
P. R. Alger, Lieut. H. G. Dresel and Lieut. A. M. 
iKXnight are among the contributors to the naval insti- 
tute proceedings for the current numbers. Adml. Luce 
submitted a paper on ancient naval warfare, and Lieut. 
Knight recommends a messenger pigeon service in con- 
nection with coast defense. 

The U. S. S. Columbia, which is at present in dry 
dock at the Navy Yard, N. Y., having her bottom 
scraped and painted, will hardly be ready to leave it, it is 
thought, until about March 14. She will take on coal 
after she is floated, and this will consume considerable 
tume. It is expected her destination after leaving the 
yard will be Newport, R. L., to receive a torpedo outfit. 

The last two plates of the side armor of the monitor 
Puritan, manufactured by the Carnegie Steel Company, 
were placed in position on the vessel at the Navy Yard, N. 
Y., this week. Work en the monitor Terror, which is being 
completed at the same yard, is much further advanced 
than on the Puritan. The side and turret armor on the 
‘error is all in place, as well as her turret guns and 
her deck structure is well forward. 

The Naval Ordnance Bureau has recommended to the 
Navy Department that the turrets of the new cruiser 
Brooklyn and the battleship lowa be operated by elec- 
tricity. The bureau has conducted successful experi- 
ments with an electric system tor the working of tur- 
rets on board the monitor Montauk, and this system will 
be the one probably placed in use. It will be installed 
on the Brooklyn in the forward turrets. 

The Navy Department has received a report from 
Comdr. Converse, in charge of the Torpedo Station at 
Newport, in regard to the Whitehead torpedo which es- 
caped control there recently. The report states that 
when discharged, the torpedo continued its course all 
right until it struck a piece of ice, which detlected it, 
and it ran into the breakwater. The head of the tor- 
pedo was slightly damaged. It was repaired, and when 
tired again functioned perfectly. 

An order is being prepared by the Navy Department 
announcing the postponement of the enforcement of the 
1.'os of the road at sea, which, according to the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation, were to have gone into effect on 
March 1. This action has been taken under the author- 
ity of a joint resolution passed by Congress, and was 
hecessary ou account of the withdrawal of Great Britain 
from the list of natiens intending to put the new rules 
into effect on the date mentioned. 

The rammers of two 67-ton guns on H. M. 8S. Repulse 
were seriously damaged and the barbette disabled by an 
attempt to ram home two 1,202-Ib. projectiles before 
they had been placed in position. As a mishap of this 
character would probably result seriously in action, the 
Admiralty has directed that such precautions are to be 
taken in future as will make it practically impossible 
for a projectile to be placed in front of a hydraulic ram- 
mer except in the correct position. 


The cruiser Marblehead has again had to defer the 
date of her departure for the European Station. This 
time the cause of the trouble is her torpedo castings, 
which were found to be too small to permit of the exit 
of torpedoes, and which, therefore, have to be reamed 
out. it is expected that the vessel will start some time 
next week for Newport to obtain a new supply of torpe- 
does, and will then commence her voyage to her new 
station. 


The Bureau of Construction and Repair has com- 
piled a statement of the present condition of the ves- 
sels now building for the Navy. The statement shows 
that the vessels nearest completion are the Amphitrite, 
which is 99.5 per cent. finished, and the Maine, which 
is 98144 per cent. completed. These vessels are only 
waiting for Congress to authorize the increase of men 
asked for by the Secretary, when the remaining work 
will be rushed upon them and they will be placed in 
commission. Following the Maine comes the ‘Terror, 
which is 97 per cent. done. Then comes the Texas 
with 06 per cent., the Katahdin with 95 per cent., the 
Indiana with 93 per cent., Massachusetts, 90 per cent.; 
Oregon, 88 per cent.; Puritan, 87 per cent.; Monadnock, 
&3 per cent.; Brooklyn, 37 per cent.; Iowa, 32 per cent.; 
Gunboat No. 7, 28 per cent., and Gunboats Nos. 8 and 
9, 23 per cent. 





The Secretary of the Treasury has transmitted to the 
Senate in answer to a resolution of inquiry a list of 
claims of officers of the Navy, or their legal representa- 
tives, for sea pay on reeeiving ships. The recapitula- 
tion shows that claims amounting to 32,426.16 have 
been allowed, of which amount $139,227.14 has beep 
paid, and $223,199.02 suspended. 


Bids were opened at the Navy Department on Tues- 
day last for nickel steel for Gunboats 7, 8 and 9, under 
construction by the Newport News Company, at Newport 
News, Va. Three bids were received, one from the Car. 
negie Company, which offered 27 cents if the government 
furnished the nickel, and 3 cents additional if it was 
called upon to supply this metal; the Bethlehem Iron 
Company, which bid 33 cents, and the Carbon Stee] 
Company, which bid 37 cents. 


President Cleveland has decided not to act on the court 
martial case of 2d Lieut. John D. Smyser, retired, U. 5. 
M. C., until next September, and if in the meantime, 
that officer pays his debts, the sentence of dismissal o; 
the court which tried him will be revoked. ‘This sase 
has been pending before the Chief Executive for some 
menths. ‘there are two other court martial cases at the 
White House, those of Comdr. Frederick R. Smith 
and Ensign Willard L. Dodd, both of whom were trivi 
some time ago on charges growing out of financial trans- 
actions. 


Rear Admiral Meade will now soon have a sufficient 
number of vessels to carry out the larger fleet manw- 
vres which he has had in contemplation. ‘Lhe Minne- 
apolis will take on board torpedoes, and will then iw- 
mediately start South, joining the Admiral’s tleet prob- 
ably at Kingston. ‘the New York has completed re- 
pairs, and is now having her bottom scraped and cleaned 
at New York. This should not consume more than 4 
week’s time, and then the vessel will follow the Min- 
neapolis to the West Indies. 


The Board of Inspection and Survey, which made aq 
final inspection of the cruiser Minneapolis last week, 
while that vessel was at Newport, has made its report 
tu the Department. The board was as much pleased 
with the ship during its recent inspection as it was 
when it preliminarily inspected her and made a report 
to this effect to the Department. The Minneapolis im- 
mediately upon the conclusion of the inspection started 
fur the West Indies to join Rear Adm]. Meade’s squad- 
ron. With four vessels under him, it is expected that 
Rear Adml. Meade will commence the evolutions which 
he has mapped out. 


There is absolutely no truth in the repert that the En- 
gineermg Department of the Mare Island Navy Yard is 
im trouble on account ot work done on the boilers ef the 
Bennington. ‘Lhe report stated that the vessel was un- 
seaworthy, and is now at Acapulco on that account. The 
dumage to the vessel-is from an entirely different cause. 
While on her way trom San Francisco to Acapulco, ac- 
cording to advices received at the Navy WMepartmeint, 
the crownshield of one of her boilers caved in. Wnegi- 
neer-in-Chief Melville has asked for an investigation, 
and Secretary herbert is now considermg his requesi. 


During the discussion on the naval estimates in the 
Reichstag Feb. 22, Vice Admi. Hollimann, Secretary of 
the Admiralty, told the Deputies that the Krupps had 
discovered a new hardening process, which materially 
increased the resisting power of armor plates. ‘The tests 
of armor prepared by the new process had shown re- 
markable results. He spoke also of the information 
gamed by the Admiralty from the naval operations in 
tue war in the Kast. Of all the foreign officers applying 
lor permission to accompany the Chinese fleet, he said, 
the Germans alone were allowed to inspect the war ves- 
sels minutely, 


The “Trial Trip of a Cruiser” is described in ‘Har- 
per’s Magazine” 1or March by William Floyd Sicard. It 
is accompanied by illustrations of the New York, the 
Ulympia, the Monterey and the Columbia, and the stern 
ot a cruiser showing rudder and propeller. ‘The writer 
speaks of the happy exemption of our Navy from acci- 
uents on the trial trips of new vessels. ‘The cruiser 
Montgomery broke her connecting rod bolts, and the 
piston went through the cylinder cover, but there was 
no loss of life from this accident. Un the German 
cruiser Brandenburg 41 men were killed and seven in- 
jured by escaping steam when one of her main steam 
pipes burst on a trial run. H. M. S. Elbe also burst 
u steam pipe on her trial, killing nine men. 


It is positively stated that Tobin bronze is to be the 
material used in the new cup defender to be built at 
the Iierreshoff Works, Bristol, R. that is, ‘Tobin 
bronze on steel frames, This is certainly a high compli- 
ment to the inventive genius of P. Asst. Engr. ‘Tobin, 
of the Navy. ‘vhe boat is to be an out-and-out keel 
beat, an improved Colonia. She will be 89 feet on the 
water line, about 24 feet beam, and something over 17 
feet dratt, or 4 feet longer on the water line than Colo- 
nia, about the same beam and with over two feet more 
draft. Her lead keel is about 30 feet long on the top, 
is 5 teet 6 inches in depth at the center and tapers away 
gradually to a point both forward and aft. It is some 
two feet across at the top and is slightly bulged at the 
bottom. ‘The Colonia was about 130 feet ever all.

He was ordered to that vessel on 
tuesday last. In bis review of the case, Secretary Herbert 
has the following to say regarding drunkenness in the Navy: 

Hoards of eXaminvation should clearly understand that 
drunkenness at any time and under any circumstances is 
inhibited by the law and the reguiatious of the Navy. It 
isnot true, as Was contended in this case, that the goverument 
is not concerned about the habits of a naval owecer in his 
home, in his club, or at the house of a friend. The time 
has passed for considering drunkenness on convivial occa- 
sions a vice in which naval officers can indulge with im- 
punity. The habit of drunkenness on duty or off duty is 
one that, like other habits, seizes upon and eventually con- 
trols the victim. It is true that tuere may be degrees of 
criminality in this regard. Drunkenness on duty 1s prop- 
erly recognized in the regulations as a more heinous ottense 
than when off duty; but a commanding officer at sea is 
practically always on duty, and he certainly has no hours in 
which he could indulge in this habit. Nor is it to be per- 
mitted either on or off duty, that a naval otticer anywhere 
shall become intoxicated. It undouvtediy is a sufficient 
vround for the refusal of promotion if it shall appear that 
un ofticer is in the habit of becoming intoxicated at any 
time or under any circumstances."’

THE MILITIA IN THE RIOTS. 


It occurs to me that the militia has been rather se- 
verely criticised bor killing two men during the recent 
riots in Brooklyn. It is true that regulars would probably 
have captured the poor drunkard killed by the 7th Regt., 
us one of your correspondents has stated, vut tuen cue 
conditions would have been somewhat altered. Mobs 
usually understand that regulars will remain inacuve 
under insult, but that when actually attacked they wuil 
tire, and fire to kill. The Brooklyn moters, however, 
were inclined at first to consider the guardsmen as hol- 
day soldiers, and after hailing them with derision us 
“dudes” and “tin soldiers,” went even further and 
actually attacked them. It became necessary tor the 
troops to administer a wholesome lesson, and after it 
was discovered that they would, if necessary, use Loew 
weapons, serious rioting ceased. It is a pity that any 
lives had to be sacrificed, but 1 am satisfied some such 
sacrifice Was necessary in order to avoid further blowd- 
shed, and the people of Brooklyn should recognize the 
wisdom of the course adopted by the 7th Kegt. aud 
other organizations, and should be grateful to the citi- 
zen-soldiers tor the service rendered. The troops were 
not called out for show, but to restore order. ‘They were 
ethcient, and, with few exceptions, were courteous and 
dignified while performing a disagreeable duty. ‘hey 
certainly deserve praise rather than censure trom all 
law-abiding people. UBSERV hh.

HISTORY OF THE 22D REGIMENT. 

The history of the 22d Regt., N. G. N. Y., which Gen. 
Wingate has been writing for the last two years, at the 
request of the Board of Uflicers, is substantially complet- 
ed, and its publication is looked forward to with much in- 
terest. It will give an account of the organization of the 
regiment in 1861, and of the condition of National Guard 
matters at that period. It will also describe the “Har- 
pers Kerry” campaign of 1862. The history of the 
rennsylvania campaign of 1863 has been pre- 


pared with great care. Advantage has been taken 
of the opportunity how. afforded by the publica- 
tion in the Kebellion Record of the official or- 


ders and correspondence of the North and South, sup- 
plemented by old letters, scrap-books and other similar 
data, tov prepare an account of the inside history of the 
detense of Harrisburg and the line of the Susquehanna 
by which the Confederate Army was held in check until 
it could be overtaken by the Army of the Potomac. 
his, it is believed, has never before been published, and 
will be of historical value. Special chapters are devoted 
to the draft riots, the Urange riot, the inception of rifle 
practice, the different struggles for an armory and the 
“march to Peekskill.” ‘he Buffalo campaign is de- 
scribed at length, and it is intended also to give an ac- 
count of the experiences of the 22d in Brooklyn. It is 
intended to include in the work the names of all of the 
22d who served during the war. The committee have 
been unable to procure permission from the Secretary 
of Ww ar to copy the muster-out roll of the regiment for 
1863, no copy of which is in the Adjutant General's Of- 
fice at Albany, from which the roll of G Company in 
18G2 is also missing. They have obtained lists of the 
members of Companies A and H who served in 1863 
and desire that any of the officers or non-commissioned 
officers of the other companies who have a roll book 
should furnish them with a copy. They are also anxious 
to procure photegraphs of the various officers, it being 
desired to reproduce the portraits of as many a8 possi- 
ble in the book. ‘They request that any one having any- 
thing of the kind should send it to Gen. George W. Win- 
gate, ut his ottice, at No. 20 Nassau St., New York City. 


NATIONAL GUARD ARTILLERY. 

The annual report of the Adj. Gen. of N. Y. presented to 
the Legislature early in January, but not yet printed, con- 
tains a most valuable report by Col. William Cary Sanger, 
Assemblyman from the Second District of Oneida County, 
relating to coast defense at home and to the organization 
and tactics of military forces abroad. Colonel Sanger was 
appointed to make these special inquiries by the late Adj. 
Gen. Josiah Porter, and his report deals with the subject of 
coast defense, leaving the discussion of foreign orgauization 
and tactics for a future report. 


After considering the facts concerning the defenseless con- 
dition of our sea coasts, as they are presented in the report 
to the War Department by officers of the Regular Army, 
Colonel Sanger says: 

“There are at present serviceable smooth-bores and con- 
verted and other rifles mounted, or in position to be mount- 
ed, in the New York Harbor forts, which would require fur 
a single day's action, with three reliefs, over 7,000 men 
rhe Fortifications Board stated that the proper defense 
of New York Harbor calls for 239 additional rifled uns aud 
inertars; these guns would require at least 6,000 additional 
men. If the recommendations of the board were fully car- 
ried into effect, we would require at the lowest estimate 
13,000 artillerymen for New York Harbor and 85,000 for ali 
our forts; but considering for the moment the conditions 
as they now exist, we find that New York alone, with fis 
present iusufficient armament, needs over 7,000 artillerymen 
men, and if every artilleryman in the Navy was sent to 
fur one day's action, We have at present 3,000 artillery- 
New York Harbor, there would be over 3,000 men too few 
to serve the present insufficient number of guns in one day's 
action, One might suppose that the New York militia 
would be the force to supply the needed men, but of the 
13,000 Inen who now compose that force, there is not, if 
we except the naval militia, one company trained to serve 
heavy sea-coast guns or guns of position. The efficiency of 
the naval militia and its ability to render valuable service 
afloat or on shore are recognized by all, but it is organized 
as a naval force, and it is proper to assume that it will be 
called upon in time of war to do other work than serve 
the guns in our harbor forts. And yet, with a national army 
of 25,000 men; with a militia of 112,000 in the several States. 
and with 8,000,000 men Hable to military service, there ts ne 
plan for creating the companies, regiments or brigades which 
they would form. In too few cases are the State forces 
auxiliary to the Regular Army; they are, rather, supple- 
mentary to the police power of the several States. Phe 
could be of no service in manning the heavy guns on which 
the hope of defense must rest. The report thus naturally 
and logically leads up to the discussion of the training fer 
sea coast artillery, and valuable suggestions are given for 
such training, more particularly among the ofttcors. It 
would be a mistake to organize any artillery force outside 
of the Army, unless the National or State governments 
would undertake to have appropriations made for a suitable 
amount of target practice. It is important that there should 
be a uniform wr of organization throughout the differ- 
ent States, and a uniform standard of excellence for all 
members of the force. Four plans have been suggested fu 
caf ‘ ooneen moe av duty = wd 7: forts: 

“1. Existing infantry organizations might be trained as 
artillerymen 4a addition to their work as infantry. This 
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plan woull be at best inyrfect aud unsatisfactory. Even 
in the Army, where the men can be continuously instructed 
during the entire period of their enlistment, it is considered 
impossible to make’ the same men gvod infantrymen and 
good artillerymen, and with the’limited time fur the instruc- 
tion of the National Guard or State Militia. It wouid be 
utterly impossible to accomplish this result. 

“2. Some of the existing infantry organizations might be 
changed to artillery. This second plan is open to equally 
serious objection of another kind, ‘There is no one State to-day 
in which the existing infantry organizations are sutticient!y 
strong numerically to permit of changing some of the for- 
mations into artillery, with any possivility of getting 
enough artillery without seriously weakening the infantry. 

“3. The existing State force might be increased in num- 
bers, and the new formation might be organized as artillery. 
But in every State the numerical limit of the State force 
pow imposed by law or financial limitations would pre- 
clude the enrollment and organization of an adequate 
artillery force. So that to carry out this plan some legis- 
lative action would be necessary. 

“4. A new force might be organized either (a) by State 
legislation, or (b) by the action of Congress, or (c) by the 
combined action of the State Legislature and of Congress. 
This, in the judgment of many, oifers the most satisfactory 
solution of the problem, namely, the creation of a new force, 
by action of the State Legislatures or of Congress, or by 
the combined action of both. Congress, under the direction 
of the its wisest military advisers, could pass a law or- 
ganizing the necessary force. The unit would, of course, 
ve he Lattery, and be nemve of Lat-eries would be de- 
termined by the armament at the different fortified places. 
The men would be enrolled in their several States, and the 
officers would receive their commissions from their States. 
Such a force would have harmonious and uniform organiza 
tion, without which it could not be eifcient, while ut tne 
same time the individuality and sovereignty of the States 
would be recognized.”

WISCONSIN. 

“The Wisconsin National Guard,” by W. C. Colbron, is the 
title of a profusely illustrated work, which gives a histo-y 
of the Wisconsin National Guard, from an early period to 
the present time. ‘The author has taken great pains in the 
preparation of the volume, which is a valuable as well as 
interesting work. ‘The many illustrations are all reproduced 
from photographs. Col. Charles King, U. 8S. A., retired, in 
writing the introduction for the work, says: ‘In this ‘la- 
bor of love,’ which Mr. Colbron tenders to the National 
Guard of Wisconsin, there is much to command the inter- 
est and sympathy of the citizen soldier. That the early his- 
tory and the inner history of the guard should be but 
lightly sketched is something easily understood. It was 
xiven to but few men to know the story of the struggles, 
the patience and the persistent battling of prejudice, ig- 
nerance and jealousy which beset the path of those who, 
12 long years ago, began the work of reforming an anti- 
quated and undisciplined militia into the compact and reti- 
able force it stands to-day. So, too, outside of the limited 
few, little has been told of the preparation for_active ser- 
vice which enabled the Executive of Wisconsfh to strike 
the resounding blow that, crushing Anarchy in our midst, 
was applauded throughout the nation. It is meet, indeed, 
that the author should revive in these pages the tribute so 
due the Adjutant General who took the leadership in the 
long up-hill) and at last triumphant pull. The heat and 
burden of the day of ceaseless toil against every conceivable 
opposition—some exasperating, some ludicrous—were borne 
by Chapman and the few associated with him in that pro- 
cess of ‘breaking in,’ and that the Guard stands to-day
